08 Economic conditions at home seem 
have been but little reflected in the movements 
of the migratory workers, for Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary, Rumania, Spain and Portugal, in all of 
which prosperity is at a low ebb, recalled more 
of their sons than sent forth, and not one 
of them sent to the United States all of the 
emigrants entitled to entrance under the law. 

These figures would seem to be at least a 
partial answer to the appeal-of spokesmen for 
alien peoples that the bars eretted~by the 
immigration law be let down. If the countries 
so vitally affected as Italy and Greece not only 
fail to utilize to the full the opportunity of 
sending their surplus people to the United 
States but actually recall more than they send 


out, the law cannot be so very obnoxious to . 


them. To some extent, of course, the ebb in 
the tide of immigration is due to more rigorous 
tests applied by United States officials at the 
port of departure. To some extent alse the very 
fact of limitation acts as a@ general deterrent 
to would-be emigrants. As it becomes known 
that a few thousands only, instead of tens of 
thousands, can obtain admission to what they 
think an El Dorado only the most ambitious 
will make the effort. Nevertheless the failure 
of some countries to fill their quotas is to say 
the least surprising, 

Are the many who are returning home dis- 
iusioned, or have they accumulated that 
modest competence, which is the ambition of 
the thrifty worker? That is a question full of 
interest and not easy to answer. Living con- 
ditions in the United States are not as simple 
as ten years ago. There is a flerceness of com- 
petition and an industrial drive which are not 
to be found among the more leisurely peoples 
of Burope. But none the less the American 
traveler in Europe today cannot fail to observe 
the fact that the desire to come to the United 
States is almost universal. Will those who are 
returning in such numbers to their old homes 
Io anything to check this ambition? 


Probably it would be agreed, if it were pos- 
ible to collect and eodify official. and public

‘The Administration had a majority of 
only one member in the House of Commons, 
and in the Senate the Liberals were in the 
minority. On Liberal tariff measures, of re- 
vision toward freer trade, the Administration 
could rely upon the support of the Progressive 
Party; but against the gain of Progressive votes 
would have to be set the probable loss of votes 
on. the Government side: there are numerous 
members who sit in the House as Liberals, but 
who are opposed to tariff revision downward. 

In the election campaign. this autumn, the 
Prime Minister is appealing to the people of 
Canada to give the Liberals a strong majority, 
so that constructive measures may be intro- 
duced with confidence on the Government side. 
On the tariff issue, the Liberal policy is to con- 
tinue along what is called the middie course, 
neither high protection nor free trade: thus 
endeavoring to satisfy both the protectionist 
eentiment of Ontario and Quebec, and the freer 
trade demands of the prairie west. At the same 
time, it is proposed to appoint an advisory 
tariff board, which would be representative of 
finance, manufacturing, and agriculture, and 
would include representation of the women of 
Canada, particularly to present the point of 
view of the consumers. 

On the urgent question of railway economy, 
the Liberal proposal is to increase co-operation 
between the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian 
National Railways, without. amalgamation. It 
is believed that service can be improved and 
saving effected by the joint use of railway lines 
and stations, and by simflar measures of co- 
onsen while still retaining the benefits of 
competition between the private and publicly- 
owed companies. Co-operation between the 
railways and the Government to stimulate 
immigration is promised in the Prime Minis+ 
ter’s opening speech of the election campaign 
‘The Liberal Administration would algo call an 
inter-provincial conference on Senate reform 
before another session of Parliament: Nothing 
in. the Liberal platform is calculated much to
